(From our own Correspondent.) 
N every side the prevailing opinion is, 
that we must return to a monarchy ; but, 
at the same time, nothing can be more 
indefinite than the idea of—whom? Of 
the two, Louis Napoleon has more ad- 
herents than Henry V.; but the latter 
carries with him the prestige of the 
people of property, and of all but the mili- 
tary noblesse. My opinion is, that Louis 
Napoleon has the talents, temper, and 
character for a good King and that 
the wants of the people wou d be so far 
cared for asto create a mot d’ordre of 
no little significancy. The ladies of 
France are about equally divided on this 
subject—about—for I cannothelp think- 
ing they rather lean to Henry V.—vwu, 
the brilliant Court which would immediately surround 
him. In the midst of all this, General Cavaignac de- 
serves the highest praise. He has declared that * his 
ambition would be satisfied if posterity placed him 
amongst those statesmen, less brilliant -than useful, 
who spared their country and the world the calamities 
of war.” There is something almost sublime in this 
honest devotedness and moderation in a man so 
situated. The Debats justly says, ‘‘ Let General Ca- 
vaignac consequently be reassured.

THE PRACTICE OF HOAXING., 
Iw connection with the proceedings at Stowe, one 
of the most notable events, we find, is a practical joke 
which was played off upon Mrs. Russell, of New 
Coventry-street, within the last few days. A letter 
was put into the post at Hampstead informing her of 
the sudden and dangerous indisposition of her hus- 
band at Stowe. Mrs. Russell at once left home, 
and was met, half dead with fright and anxiety, 
by the agreeable intelligence that her husband was 
in perfect health. 
As Mr. Russell has offered a reward of £20 for 
the discovery of the guilty person, it is worth while 
to inquire what punishment the law would assign 
him in the event of his turning up. It is the more 
incumbent upon us to do this, as the practice of 
hoaxing appears upon the increase. So lately as 
our last number we were called upon to remark 
upon a similar dishonesty, more extensive in its 
operation, but not quite of a character so cruel as that 
which is the subject of this article. And we then 
expressed the hope that one or more, if necessary, 
of the male dupes in the former case would see 
that the humorous individual who has found him- 
self so playful a pastime should pay for his 
amusement, We doubted the power of a magis- 
trate to order the parish beadle to whip the 
offender, and suggested that he should be well 
kicked by his male victims.

We conceive it plain that no fine of five pounds § ajriving at its des 


or more, and that no month’s imprisonment, will 
have the effect of abating a nuisance where the act 
of perpetration is easy, and discovery almost im- 
possible. It is worthy of remark, moreover, that 
many dispositions, part silly and greater part mali- 
cious, conceive an exquisite pleasure in thus tor- 
menting their fellow-creatures. We know, too, that 
a series of disgraceful occurrences, most annoying 
to her Majesty, most alarming to her subjects, were 
effectually terminated by an act which made the 
offence of shooting at the Queen punishable by 
public whipping. The effect was magical and in- 
stantaneous. It silenced the promptings of this 
sort of ambition, and taught even insanity to be- 
have itself. 

We suggest, then, that measures should be 
adopted whereby the gentleman who meditates 4 
hoax may, while he pictures his victim and enjoys 
his distress on the one hand, picture himself at the 
cart’s tail on the other, and enjoy that, if he can. 
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graceful, as well as wholesomely severe, can stop |

IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 
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_ In the House of Lords, on Monday, Lord Brougham, 
in reply to the Earl of Radnor, stated that when a copy 
of the proceedings before the magistrate, on which a 
servant had been committed for trial for giving broken 
victuals to a beggar, as also the beggar as a receiver, 
was laid on the table, he should draw their lordships’ 
attention to the subject. Both prisoners had been 
since tried and acquitted; and he had confidence 
enough in the law reports of the respectable portion 
of the press to believe that both the conduct of the 
committing magistrate and the prosecutor had been 
condemned by the learned judge who presided on the 
occasion. 

On Tuesday Lord Denman moved an address to the 
Crown, praying her Majesty to give directions for the 
enforcement of all treaties with foreign powers for the 
extinction of the slave trade on the coast of Africa. 


On Thursday Lord Monteagle, in accordance with 
the notice he had given, rose to move for certain papers 
relating to a grant of Vancouver’s Island to the 
Hudson’s Bay Company. 

In the House of Commons, on Monday, Lord J. Rus- 
sell, in reply to Mr. 8. Crawford, stated, with reference 
to poor-law unions in Ireland, and as to the means the 
Government intended to adopt to meet the appre- 
hended distress in Ireland consequent upon the ascer- 
tained deficiency of food in that country, that the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer would refer to the subject 
in his financial statement in committee of ways and 
means.—Vancouver’s Island, and the Hudson’s Bay 
Company, were made subjects of discussion both at the 
morning and evening sitting ; at the latter of which 
Lord John Russell intimated that the Noble Secretary 
for the Colonies intended to lay the grant and the con- 
dition accompaning it before the committee of the 
Privy Council.—Two votes occasioned discussion, 
being the grants for New Zealand and Labuan; upon 
the latter of which the committee divided, when the 
grant was affirmed by a majority of 44—the numbers 


56 to 12.

‘The lieutenant, however, was in 
need of a little ready cash, and his father-in-law’s 
coffers being more accessible than his agent, Kirtley, 
of Pall-mall, London, he drew a check upon them for 
£30, which the good man cashed and forwarded to the 
agent’s, who, he was informed, had property of the 
lieutenant’s to the amount of several thousands, 
Meanwhile the happy pair went to York on business, 
prior to going to the Continent to spend the honey- 
moon, and were to return on the following Saturday. 
Saturday came, but did not bring them, they having 
gone south prior to returning.

taTAL ACCIDENT ON THE LANCASTER AND 
Preston Rarnway.—Between four and five o’clock 
on Monday evening a_ collision took place, by which 
life has been sacrificed, another individual so se-

‘ Lancaster. It appears from information collected on 
the spot that the express down train, which was due 
at Lancaster nearly three-quarters of an hour earlier, 
ran into a parliamentary train about twenty minutes 
to five o’clock, while the latter was waiting to take up 
and discharge short-fare passengers, The shock, as 
might be anticipated, was terrible, on account of the 
velocity at which the express train was proceeding at 
the time. ‘Two of the carriages of the Government 
§ train, belonging to the Lancaster Canal Company, were 
shivered into fragments, and the occupants scattered, 
bleeding and mutilated, in all directions on the line. 
2 One poor woman, respectably connected, named Airey, 
; who had been on a visit to her daughter at Preston, 
fully shattered by the col- 
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had both her legs so dread 
lision that she expired in a few minutes. She was 
the wife of a tradesman residing at Poulton-by-the- 
Sands, near Lancaster, and has left seven children to 
lament their premature bereavement. She had an 
infant with her at the time about eighteen months old, 
which was miraculously preserved by either being 
driven through the windows by the force of the shock, 
or thrown out by the unfortunate mother in the ex- 
tremity of her agony and in hope of saving its life. 
The little creature alighted in a field, and was picked 
up without being much the worse. An old man, 
named Billington, was so much hurt that his reco- 
very is considered doubtful. A young man, a butcher 
from Preston, whose name could not be ascertained, 
was also so dreadfully mutilated as to inspire appre- 
hensions of a serious result. Seven or eight other 
persons were also picked up with fractured limbs, but 
all them, we are glad to hear, seem likely to survive, 
Independent of the above, upwards of a dozen indi- 
viduals sustained severe bruises and contusions. With 
the exception of a few unpleasant bruises, the pas- 
sengers in the express train experienced no great 
amount of personal damage. Various reports are 
afloat as to the cause of the accident, but all agree 
that it was owing to some mismanagement in the 
signals, though.on the part of which company remains 
for judicial investigation. The engine-drivers have 
been for some time in the service of their respective 
companies, and are reputed to be most careful men, 
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Accidents and Offences. 


Most ExrraorpInary Escapre.—We have, 
says a Doncaster paper, this week to record one of the 
most extraordinary instances of providential escapes 
from instant destruction which was ever known, and 
which, we believe, has but few parallels. Most of our 
readers are aware that a tunnel of 660 yards in length 
is now being cut through the Claborough Hills, com- 
mencing at exactly two miles seven furlongs to the 
N.E. of East Retford. In the prosecution of this great 
work the contractors sank six shafts, numbering them 
consecutively from the Retford end 1, 2,3, &e. Number 
3 is an exceedingly wet shaft, producing more water 


> 
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than all the rest put together. It is 130 feet deep, and 
at the bottom there is a sump-hole, 10 feet square and 
12 feet deep, which is a reservoir for the water, and 
which as it gets nearly full is as regularly emptied. On 
the morning of the accident the men had all come up 
to breakfast excepting two, who were left below to per- 
form some necessary operation against the other men 
came to their work again; and for this purpose the 
had taken off the boards which usually cover the sai 
sump-hole, Just at this juncture a man of the name 
of Perkins, otherwise better known as ‘* Brummagem 
Jack,’”’ who was employed on the pit bank, not having 
properly fastened the rolley, and whilst pushing the 
water-cask, overbalanced himself, and in an instant 
was precipitated to the bottom of the shaft, 130 feet 
deep. Of course those who saw the accident naturally 
concluded that the unfortunate man must have been 
dashed to pieces, but, singular as it may seem, he fell 
into the sump-hole, in which was about six feet deep of 
water, and did himself but little harm ! When he fell 
in he was senseless, but was at once rescued from a 
‘watery grave’ by the two men before alluded to. 
Since then the man has resumed his wonted employ- 
ment, and appears none the worse for his perilous 
descent, 


Brurat AssauitT.— Anthony Carabone, a 
coarse-featured Irishman, was charged with cruelly 
beating and breaking the arm of Jane Hambly, a 
servant at the Two Chairmen, Dean-street, Soho. The 
injured woman stated that last week she went 
with a friend into the City of London public-house, 
Berwick-street, to have some refreshment, The pri- 
soner, who was standing at the bar at the time, and 
whom she had seen at her master’s house, asked her 
to give him something to drink. She refused to listen 
to him, when, without another word, the ruffian laid 
hold of her right arm, twisted it with all his force, 
and broke it in two places. Not content with this 
cruel act, the Irish ruffian struck her a violent blow 
on the face, knocked her down, and then ran out of 
the house. The prosecutrix was removed to the St. 
James’s infirmary on a stretcher, where she has been 
under medical treatment ever since. The prisoner 
was apprehended on a warrant at the close of last 
week, The defence of the prisoner was that the 
woman attempted to scratch his face. Mr, Hardwick 
immediately fined the defendant £5, the full penalt 
allowed by law to be inflicted on such atrocious of- 


fenders. 


Fara AccIDENT oN THE RicuMonD RalIL- 
way.—An accident that, we regret to state, has ter- 
minated fatally, occurred to Frederick Grant, a guard 
in the service of the South-Western Railway, on Sun- 
day night, in the cutting between Putney and Wands- 
worth, on the Richmond line. _ It appears that, on the 
arrival of an up-train at the Wandsworth station, at 
about ten minutes past nine o’clock, Mr. Belcher, the 
station-agent, noticed that the guard did not alight, 
and, upon inquiring for him, found that he was not 
with the train, Great alarm was occasioned at the 
circumstance, especially as he had been seen to take 
his seat on the brake carriage, on the train leaving 
Putney, and their fears were increased by its being 
reported by an up special train that was purposely 
stopped, that a man had been seen lying on the bank, 
about a quarter of a mile from the station, Warwick, 
the porter, was despatched down the line, and in the 
entrance of the cutting he found the deceased lying 
between the up and down lines. On the porter turn- 
ing on his light the deceased jumped up and tried to 
run towards him; he fell after one or two steps, and 
was picked up by the porter in a senseless state, placed 
in a carriage, and conveyed to Putney station, where 
Dr. Cormack attended deceased, and on the arrival of 
another up-train accompanied him to Waterloo station, 
from whence he was taken to St. 'Thomas’s Hospital, 
where it was ascertained that the deceased’s arms were 
broken and he had received severe contused wounds 
on the head. Deceased has since expired. He was 
thirty years of age, and had been guard about a 
twelvemonth. Deceased was a very steady man, and

On arriving at the Euston 
station the poor fellow was conveyed to the University 
College Hospital, where, during the morning, the 
fracture was completely reduced by Mr. Quain, The 
other injuries which the unfortunate man has received 
are, however, of so serious a nature as to render his 
recovery doubtful. — With reference to the prior 
accident on this line, among the passengers by the 
York mail who sustained serious injury may be 
mentioned Mr. Jowett, of Leeds, who has several of 
his ribs fractured; the Rev. Dr. Townsend, a pre- 
bendary of Durham, resident in Euston-square, 
London, who has suffered severe contusions about the 
head; and Mrs. Charlton, the mes dle maid of Mrs, 
Townsend, Her escape was tru i miraculous: a 
heavy fragment from the shattered Post-office van 
struck the door of the carriage in which she was 
seated; but, owing to the position she occupied at 
the moment, in all probability she escaped immediate 
death. As it is, the shock her system sustained was 
of the most serious character, and she still remains in 
a perfectly helpless state at the residence of Dr. 
Townsend, in Euston-square. 


A STEAM-BOILER ExpLosion occurred last 
week at the foundry of Messrs. Hales, Cobridge, near 
Burslem. The accident occasioned loss of life and 
considerable destruction of property. The boiler (of 
eight-horse power) had very recently undergone com- 
plete repair. About five minutes before six o’clock on 
Saturday morning the explosion took place, A large 
portion of the boiler, two tons weight, was hurled over 
one of the adjoining buildings, falling in another part 
of the premises, whilst smaller portions were scattered 
in various directions, some falling on the roof of the 
slip-house at Messrs. Alcock’s manufactory, which 
was thereby broken in two or three places. A portion 
of the engine-house, with parts of the adjoining build- 
ings, particularly the ends of the turning and pattern 
rooms, are rendered a mass of ruins; and the engine, 
with the lathes and various other machinery, is either 
broken or seriously damaged. Almost every square 
of glass in the windows of two cottages looking into 
the foundry yard was broken by the concussion, and 
the materials hurled against them, and the boundary 
wall of the premises was also thrown down. At the 
time of the explosion three men and a boy were near 
to the boiler, and these were dreadfully scalded, and 
likewise wounded by the falling materials. One has 
since died. 


A Woman Sronep ro Deatrn! — When 
Smith (the fellow convicted of the outrage upon Mr. 
Hadow) stated, on his apprehension, that he had 
killed one perscn already on that day, no one fora 
moment could suppose that there was any foundation 
for the assertion. ‘There is now no moral doubt of its 
correctness, He had literally stoned a poor woman to 
death! The woman’s name was Ellen Lawrence, re- 
siding at Collingbourne, a few miles from the residence 
of the Rev, Mr. Hadow. She had been taking some 
dinner to a labourer at work in a field, and was on her 
return home when she was brutually murdered, in the 
way stated, in the public road. She was discovered 
by a gentleman passing the road in a gig, who imme- 
diately gave information to some rea crs—observing, 
‘There she lies just as I found her, I have not 
touched her!”’ and then went on, saying that he was 
going to Weyhill. ‘The poor woman was breathing at 
the time, but she died shortly afterwards. She pre- 
sented a most frightful spectacle. Her head had been 
* battered” with large stones, apparently thrown with 
force enough to kill a horse. An inquest was held on 
the body on Monday, and adjourned. It is to be 
hoped, for the ends of justice, that the gentleman who 
first discovered her will attend and give evidence, 
Whether there will be sufficient legal evidence to con- 
vict Smith of the murder is uncertain, At present 
there is only his own confession, 


Srorm orr PETERHEAD.—Intelligence has 
been received of a hurricane having visited the neigh- 
bourhood of Peterhead, and it is stated that upwards 
of 100 lives have been lost. About 400 herring-boats, 
each manned by crews of five or six persons, were 
known to be off the Scottish prc at the wae of ene 
week, On night setting in a furious gale arose, the 
wind Blowiniec trom the 8.5.W. At daybreak a dis- 
tressing scene presented itself; the beach was strewn 
with the bodies of the fishermen and the wrecks of 
their fishing-boats. At the time of the disastrous in- 
telligence being forwarded the exact number had 
not been ascertained. Many of the boats have 
been swamped with all hands, It is said that during 
the night the light on the Red Quay had not been 
burning, and that several of the craft were nie y 
lost while running in for shelter. It also appears that 
at so important a port as Peterhead a life-boat - fay 
kept. Itis asserted that if one had been establishe 
some of the unfortunate sufferers might have been 
rescued, The sloop Western Rover, from atone 
was thrown on the rocks by the violence of the gale, 
but the crew were preserved. At Wick, also, fifty 
lives have been lost. In all not less than a 
hundred fishermen have met with a watery grave ; ae 
property to the amount of £20,000 has been destroyed. 


ExpLosion av Sea.—An accident of a most 
appalling character, involving the loss of life, hap- 
pened on Saturday night last on board the General 

team Navigation Company’s steam-ship Earl of 
Liverpool, Captain Pinch, master, soon after she had 
taken her departure from Great Yarmouth for London. 
She left the quay of the above port a few minutes after 


‘the Holme Sands, distant nine miles from Yarmouth, 


eight o’clock in the evening in question, with from 70 
to 100 passengers on board. Everything connected 
with her machinery appeared, at the period of her 
starting, in good working order. The weather was 
fine, and the steamer progressed at the usual rate, 
and had nearly reached between the Newcomb and 


and nearly abreast of Lowestoffe harbour, when the 
passengers noticed a disarrangement among the ma- 
chinery; ere there was time, however, to inquire the 
cause, a loud explosion took place which completely 
shook the vessel, and at the same instant a terrific 
body of steam issued from the engine-room enveloping 
the whole vessel. The screams and cries of those of 
the crew who were in danger soon told the sad tale 
of some fearful catastrophe having occurred. For up- 
wards of a quarter of an hour the terrified passengers 
continued in a painful state of excitement. It was 
impossible to see the length of the ship in consequence 
of the rush of steam up from the engine-room, and 
the men, being unable to see each other, could only 
obey the captain’s orders by being hailed. As quickly 
as the command could be carried out, the anchor was 
let go and the steamer brought to, signals of distress 
also being hoisted at the mast-head for assistance, 
which in course of time brought off a number of boats 
and cobles from Lowestoffe. In the meantime several 
attempts were made to descend to the engine-room, 
but this was found to be impracticable for some time. 
At length the engineer eae by being lowered by 
means of a rope secured round his waist, succeeded in 
effecting their security, although it nearly cost him 
his life. In the course of half an hour after the ex- 
plosion, two of the crew, viz., William Walls, a stoker, 
and Henry Briggs, carpenter, were ascertained to be 
missing. It was immediately concluded that they had 
perished, but some time elapsed ere the steam had 
sufficiently dispersed to allow a search to be made. 
The discovery of the body of the man Walls was most 
startling. He was in an erect position between the 
two engines, and apparently alive, for an arm and 
a leg were in motion. ‘hey, singularly enough, 
rested on a crank which was slightly raised by the 
effect of the tide on the paddle-wheels. On going up 
to him, however, he was found to be a corpse, having 
evidently been scalded to death. The search was 
then continued for Briggs, and, by breaking down the 
bulkhead of the engine, his body was discovered in 
the berth of Walls, into which he had apparently 
rushed to escape. His death was also instantaneous. 
At the time of the explosion he was engaged in re- 
pairing some trifling woodwork. The Earl of Liver- 
pool reached the Thames and arrived at Deptford on 
Sunday night. It is only right to state that com- 
plaints have been made that this steamer has broken 
down before from the same cause, viz., the failure of 
a side rod. The bodies of the deceased were then 
landed, and placed in the dead-house of the old Dept- 
ford churchyard. On Tuesday evening, at half-past 
six o’clock, Mr. C. C. Carttar, the coroner for West 
Kent, and a respectable jury, assembled to investigate 
the circumstances attending the death of the unfor- 
tunate sufferers, William Walls, stoker, aged 44, and 
Henry Briggs, carpenter, aged 45, and a verdict of 
“ Accidental death ”’ returned,

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The Hudson’s Bay Company is the last of 
those collective and mercantile sovereigns, springing 
from English habits of association, which in seeking 
trade achieved empire, and which. have mainly con- 
tributed to the extension of British power and the ac- 
cumulation of British wealth, Had the fur trade been 
abandoned to the free adventurers of all nations, or 
éven of our own, the animals which feed it would have 
been ere this exhausted and destroyed.

The directors of the Citizen steam-boats gave 
their annual entertainment on Saturday last to the 
masters and crews of twelve vessels.

I must render justice (says the correspondent 
of the Times in Italy) to the Austrian Commander-in- 
Chief, and to the troops, since their arrival in Milan. 
The conduct of both is exemplary, and I believe that 
in nosingle instance have the inhabitants reason to 
complain. The utmost order prevails, and so strict 
a discipline is maintained among the troops that 
neither by word nor gesture 1s offence given. This 
conduct is highly meritorious, and officers and men 
deserve great credit for their forbearance, when it is 
recollected that many of them were engaged in the 
murderous conflict of ‘ the five days,” and that they 
have in evidence before them the places where, and it 
may be the persons by whom, their comrades were 


shot down. 

The hopes of the Chartists, or Confederates, 
do not appear to have been crushed by the miscarriage 
of their project last week at Ashton; nor does the 
revulsion of public feeling, or at least of the feeling 
of that portion of the public supposed to have sympa- 
thized with them up to the time of the cowardly assas- 
siuation, and the almost universal horror with which 
the crime is regarded, appear to have discouraged them 
from the farther pursuit of their objéct. 


At an inquest held before Mr. Wakley (which 
has since been terminated) respecting the explosion in 
Albany-street, Dr, Arnott, at the coroner’s request, 
was sworn. He described himself as residing at 38, 
Bedford-square, and as the author of the work entitled 
‘¢Blements of Physics.” Facts relating to the explo- 
sive power of gases had engaged his attention. He 
had seen the premises where the explosion had taken 

lace, and, after hearing the evidence, he had no hesi- 
tation in attributing it to the firing of an admixture of 
coal gas, which in certain proportions was so explosive 
as to account for any effects. 


The sale of the Pembroke collection of coins 
has been brought toaclose. The following notice of 
a few of the coins sold will be read with interest, on 
account of the extravazant prices they fetched :—Eng- 
lish coins—A pattern of Edward VI., fora six-angel 
piece, of the greatest rarity, and, from all the writers 
on numismatics citing the Peiibroke collection for this 
coin, presumed to be unique, was bought for the British 
Museum for £185. <A pattern fora fifty-shilling piece, 
by Simon, of Oliver Cromwell, bearing date 1696, sold 
for £76. The celebrated petition-crown of “Thomas 
Simon” fetched the large sum of £185. An early gold 
coin of Lydia, attributed to Croesus, but since found to 
be much earlier than his time (B.C. 545), sold for 
£30. 10s. Tryphon, a tetradrachm of the greatest 
rarity, of one of the Kings of Syria, only three other 
specimens known, was bought by Major-General Fox 
for £130. In the aggregate, the sale produced 
£5905. 14s., the principal coins being purchased for 
the British Museum, the collections of Major-General 
Fox, Dr. James Bird, late Physician-General at 
Bombay, &e. 


It is rumoured in well-informed quarters that 
the choice of a tutor, during the early period of the 
Prince of Walrs’s education, has fallen upon one of 
the assistant-masters of Eton College, from whose suc- 
cess in engaging the attachment of his pupils, as well 
as the confidence of their parents, the best results may 
be anticipated in the more prominent sphere to which 
it is proposed to transfer him. 


The Wyvern yacht, a noble schooner of 205 
tons, the property of his Grace the Duke of Marl+ 
borough, was caught in a gale off Bembridge, near 
Portsmouth, on Monday afternoon, in which she lost 
her mainmast, but won the cup she was competing for 
at the time. His grace and the duchess were on 
board at the time, and his grace had a narrow escape 
from the falling mast and gear, being, as we are in- 
formed, on the after ladder at the time. One man 
was swept overboard by the sea and wreck, but was 
pdt saved from drowning by the prompt as- 
sistance of his cOmrades, 4 
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It appears that some people are going about 
plundering the provincial magistracy and police au- 
thorities by representing themselves to be police officers 
in pursuit of a Chartist delinquent, or a detachment 
en route to bring deserters to head-quorters, On 
Saturday Mr. J. Jacotiths, of Coventty, was duped of 
£2. 19s, 6d. by a fellow who said he Was an inspector 
of police from Weedon in pursuit of a prisoner, an 
who fuund himself suddeiily without funds; and G, H. 
Packe, Esq., justice of the peace for Lingoln, of £2 by 
three fellows who were dressed in the uniform of the 
artillery, and pretended they were carrying forward a 
prisoner,—one of the patty actuaily having his wrists 
in handeuffs to help the deception. 


In the case of Margaret Allstrum, charged 
with attempting to kill her infant child, Frederick 
A'lstrum, eight months old, by cutting his throat with 
a knife, and afterwards attempting to destroy herself 
by cutting her own throat whilst in a state of delirium, 
resulting from tever under which she laboured, Mr. 
Yardley, considering that it was the province of a jury 
to decide on the circumstances, committed her for 
trial, and she was taken back to the hospital of the 
prison. 


A meeting of the enginemen and firemen who 
lately seceded from the London and North-Western 
Railway has been held at the Railway Tavern, Hamp- 
stead-road, when it was announced that arrangements 
had been made by which the whole of the men were to 
resume their employment; the men feeling that Mr. 
Glyn’s character for honour and straightforward con® 
duct was a sufficient guarantee that their interests 
oud be attended to on his giving his word to that 
effect. 


The Criminal Court at Liverpool, onthe morning 
of the 23rd, was crowded with persons anxious to hear 
the trial of W. Adams, aged82, charged with having, 
at Manchester, wilfully murdered Diana Adams, his 
wife, by shooting her, The jury, after a short con- 
sultation, returned a verdict of guilty. Sentence of 
death was then passed upon the prisoner. 


A letter from a person who speaks of himself 
as one of several implicated in the murder of Bright, 
the Ashton policeman, addressed to his wife at Ashton, 
has fallen into the hands of the authorities. It is 
written on shipboard at Liverpool, and states, among 
other things, that after what has happened he cannot 
remain longer in this country. He had found it 
necessary to take £6 of the club money, and was on 
his way to the United States, 


A house was destroyed on Monday in Queen’s- 
place, Great Queen-street, Lincoln’s-inn-flelds. A 
tall stack of chimneys was blown down, and falling 
upon the roof carried it away and forced down every 
floor, demolishivg the whole of the furniture and nearly 
killing a child, the only being in the house at the 
tinie. 

Mr. Robert Haffenden, sen., of Stream Farm, 
Heathfield, Sussex, after eating a hearty breakfast, 
partook of a ripe plum, in which was afterwards 
proved to be a wasp, which stung him in the throat. 
Finding that swelling of the throat was rapidly in- 
creasing, and stopping the passage, honey and 
vinegar were applied: and a medical man was 
sent fur, but so rapid was the effect of the fatal virus 
that in less than an hour he was a corpse. ‘This 
occurred on Saturday last. 


Robberies have become very frequent in 
Dublin. <A few nights ago the house of a gentleman 
named Bodkin, in one of the principal streets, was 
entered, and every available article carried away,— 
spoons, knives, forks, clothes, everything in short.

Make a chain of 108 stitches with dark puce.,

2nd row.—The same, only making the long 
stitches between the same in preceding row; every 
row is the same; make up on a pillow covered 
with material to suit the sofa, and trim with tassels, 
which may be made with Berlin wool, } oz, of 
shaded annber ; cutitin four lengths, each of which 
will be sufficient for one tassel ; take five strands and 
twist them tightly, which, by placing the ends to- 
gether, will form a variegated cord; sew them firmly 
together; after the whole of the strands .of one

Materials—Four ‘shades of green, four skeins of

With amber make 20 loops on mesh No. 12, unite 
them, and net 6 rounds; fill the needle with the 
lightest green and white wool, The next 16 
rounds are netted with double wool, white and the 
various shades of green; take mesh No. 8, net 1 
round, increasing by making 2 loops in every loop ; 
then net a round without increasing; take the 
second shade of green and white, net 2 rounds with 
each shade to the darkest, then net 2 rounds with 
each in rotation, finishing with the lightest; take 
amber and mesh No, 12, net 2 loops together, then 
net 6 rounds without decreasing ; join the end and 
commencement together, and depress the centre. 
PAPER FLOWERS. 
Ein Bouquet d la Francaise. 
3. DAHLIA, 

This flower is not difficult to execute, but re- 
quires patience. You must draw sixteen times 
No. 1 petal, the same number of 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 
and 9, on dahlia paper, and cut them out. Place the 
pe one at a time, in the hollow of your left 

and, and shape them by rolling the pincers several 
times over them. All the petals shaped, take them 
a second time and pinch the bottom of each so as 
to throw open the top part, 

Take a piece of wire six or seven inches long, and 
place a piece of wool on the one end, about the size 
of a nut, and cover it with a piece of yellow-green 
tissue paper, and tie it round the wire with green 
silk (you can buy this part ready made if pre- 
ferred). 

Then take the petals and gum them on, one at a 
time, round this button, holding the flower down, 
beginning by No. 1, placing eight in the first row 
and eight in the second, taking care to place them 
alternately, and 80 continue until you have 
gummed all on, to No. 9 inclusive; cut out the 
calyx No, 10 in yellow-green paper, and through 
the hole in the centre run it up the wire, and 
fasten it to the back of the flower with a little 
gum. ‘Take some cotton wool and wind it slightly 
round the wire, and cover with a long narrow strip 
of. darkish-green tissue paper, turning it round 
until covered to form the stem, 4 

Cut out leaves, as No, 11, in dark-green dahlia 
paper, cover the wire affixed to it as preceding 
stem, draw veins in the leaf by drawing the pin- 
cers quickly, and leaning firm to impress the

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GLEANINGS OF FACT AND FICTION. 


No. 1—CERNE ABBEY, 
DORSETSHIRE, 


Many years since, while on a visit in Dorsetshire, I 
spent a day very pleasantly in exploring the ruins of 
Cerne Abbey, and in listening to an interesting tale 
in some measure connected with it. I shall commence 
with a brief account of the building itself. Cerne is 
a small town, pleasantly situated in a valley, watered 
by the river from which it derives its name. This 
place is only remarkable on accoynt of the.remains 
of its abbey, which, according’ to. various -authorities, 
was founded by St. Augustin, who, in “his zeal for the 
conversion of the Saxons, is said to have visited these 
parts, It was surrendered .by the abbot. and six. 
teen monks in 1539.—But few remains of the splen- 
did abbey are existing. Of the church no vestiges are to 
be seen. Some idea of its magnificence may be formed 
from the number of altars and chantries recorded 
as belonging to it. . The gatchouse, of which the 
above is a sketch, is the principal fragment now left, 
being still in tolerable preservation, It consists of a 
stately square embattled tower of three stories, In 
the lower room. are two escutcheons, containing the 
arms of the monastery, and those of Richard Earl of 
Cornwall. After satisfying my curiosity, I began to 
retrace my steps towards home, and had proceeded but 
a short distance, when the rain, which had been 
threatening for some hours, began to descend in tor- 
rents, and I made the best of my way to a most in- 
viting-looking farmhouse ; it had attracted my no- 
tice when I passed it in the morning, by the peculiar 
air of Bet and comparative aftluence that sur- 
rounded it. I knocked at the door, and asked for 
shelter of the pretty-looking country girl who acted 
as porteress, and was immediately shown into a good- 
sized farmhouse kitchen, where everything corre- 
sponded with the perfect neatness that reigned with- 
out; and the racks overhead well filled with hams 
and bacon betokened the prosperous condition of the 
owners of the farm. I received a cheerful welcome 
from two females who occupied the room when I 
entered, one the mother’ of the girl, who opened 
the door for me—a good-looking and perfect spect- 
men of an English farmer’s wife; the other an 
old woman, certainly past seventy, but who still 
bore the traces of great beauty: she left her seat by 
the fire on my entrance, and, with a courtesy of 
manner that would have graced a far higher station, 
offered it to me, begged me to permit her to take and 
dry my wet coat, and then desired the girl to place a 
small table by the fire, upon which she speedily placed 
a loaf of brown bread, cheese, and a jug of home- 
brewed ale. She requested me to help myself—an 
invitation I willingly availed myself of—and in a very 
short time T found myself comfortably seated by the 
fireside, doing ample justice to the good cheer 
placed before me, and chatting ag confidently with the 
old ‘lady as an acquaintance of long standing. 
I mentioned my visit to the abbey, regretting its in- 
creased decay since [ had seen it some years before, 
and remarking that I had never heard any story or 
legend relative to it; which was rather unusual, as 
most old buildings of that description had some tale 
connected with them. ; 

“ Perhaps, granny,”’ said the elder of the other two 
females, “the gentleman would like to hear about 
old Herbert, just as you.tell it to us sometimes ?” 

“Oh! let me hear of old Herbert by all means,” 
said I, ‘if you will take the trouble to tell me, and 
it has any referefice to the abbey; for I love an old 
tale of bygone times, especially when told by the side 
of a cheerful fire On a wet day.” 

_ Well, sir, with all my heart,” said the grandmother, 
“if you think it will help to amuse you; andI amsure 
you will say we have good reason to speak well of those 
old ruins and of those who belonged to them; for, Imay 
say, itis them we ought to thank that the snug farm we 
have ‘lived in so long is our own freehold. So, to 
begin, sir:—Alinost 200 years ago my grandmother’s

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THE CATHEDRAL FESTIVAL AT COLOGNE. 
Of the grand banquet of the 15th it would be im- 
possible to say anything new. With the night came 
the illumination—the brightest part of the festival ; 
no pun is intended—‘ brightest” is used in the 
sense of “best.” The Rhine bridge was one long 
line of light; the tower of the Stadt-house was bright 
to the very point of the spire with coloured lamps; 
some of the churches were in the same manner par~- 
tially illuminated. The garden of the Bellevue Hotel, 
which fronts the river, and the whole line of wharves 
and buildings, were marked out in light; coloured fires 
were burned at intervals, and salutes of cannon dis- 
charged all the evening till nearly midnight. The 
whole population was on foot, and many of the streets 
were almost impassable, The parties who tried to effect 
a promenade in open carriages became so unpopular 
from the annoyance the vehicles occasioned to the foot 
passengers that they were assailed with cries of 
“ Aussteigen!” (Alight!) and otherwise impeded, so 
that they were glad to make their escape up by streets 
where there was no illumination at all, The crush 
and confusion were all that could be desired for a 
public spectacle, and the picturesque old city did 
not relapse into quiet until nearly the last lampion 
had burned down to the socket. The evening 
was calm and favourable to the display. So 
many strangers had arrived that there was not 
houseroom for them, and cabs drove about from inn 
to inn, to be rejected at all of them with an expression 
of pretended regret, but real satisfaction, that every 
room was taken. ‘The sorrow of mine host at such a 
time must be of the slightest. Where all the tourists 
settled down for the night is impossible to say. Two 
English gentlemen slept in an omnibus in a certain 
hotel courtyard, and many others, doubtless, rou hed 
it in the same manner elsewhere. The fete closed by 
appointment on the night of the 16th, but really it was 
at an end at noon. Early on the morning of that day 
the King left by railway for Berlin; the Archduke de- 
parted for Frankfort, and nearly all the deputies went 
with or followed him. The proceedings of the day, 
therefore, were confined to an assembly, half public 
meeting, half concert monstre, held in the Franken- 
platz, an open space below the east or completed end 
of the cathedral, and between it and the Rhine. The 
spot was admirably chosen ; from no other place is so 
unbroken a view of the edifice obtained; and all that 
is seen is perfection; nothing unfinished presents 
itself to disturb the impression, A visit to the cathe- 
dral free frotn the pressure of 6000 persons furnished 
a better opportunity of examining the new stained 
glass windows given by the King of Bavaria. They 
poner gift: all the skill of the ateliers 
een Javished upon them; good draw- 
ing and perspective, which the’ ancient specimens of 
the art never possess, are united to a depth and rich- 
ness of colour which the old masters have not sur- 
passed, though in some particular tints they may have 
equalled them, They are five in number, or rather 
three whole windows and two sections; the latter are 
placed at each end, where the plan of the builder has 
only left half a window to be glazed; the exterior but- 
tresses extend beyond the other half, ‘They are in the 
south aisle, and have, therefore, the advantage of the 
fullest light; with a bright noontide sun shining 
through them the effect is most gorgeous: they pour a 
stream of colours on the stone pavement, tinging it 
with what one may imagine to be the blood of the pic- 
tured martyrs, or ne ea glory of their crowns. 
They have a continued sequence, each window pre- 
seiiting one great division of the history of the Chris- 
tian faith, The smaller compartments contain  por- 
traits of raat Fi allegorical figures of the Christian 
virtues ot heraldic bearings, and heraldry and profane 
history are throughout kept subordinate ; in the an- 
éient windows of the north aisle, princes and their 
shields give the smallest possible space to the emblems 
of virtue and holiness, The first, or half win- 
dow, entering from the western door, embodies the 
mission of John the Baptist, his birth and preachings ; 
the second contains the incarnation, the large centre 
cofipartment giving the homage of the three kings, 
beneath it the four prophets, Isaiah, Jeremiah, Eze- 
kiel, and Daniel; the third contams the redemption, 
the centre presenting the entombment, beneath it the 
four Evangelists. ‘he fourth typifies the foundation 
of the Church; the centre contains the descent of the 
Holy Spirit; beneath, the four saints, Augustine, 
Jerome, Gregory, and Ambrose ; the fifth or holy win- 
dow, at the end of the aisle, presents the first martyrs ; 
the centre picture is the stoning of Stephen. These 
are all the larger divisions, but the number of heads of 
popes, emperors, kings, and saints is Immense, with

Lavy Epwarp Tuynne v. THE EARL AND COUNTESS OF 
GLENGALL, ET RB CONTRA.— MARRIAGE SETTLEMENTS— 
WIL L—PORTIONS—SATISFACTION OF THEM.— These appeals 
Were brought against a decree of the Master of the Rolls.— 
The bill was filed in 1834 by the Earl and Countess of Glengall 
against Lady kdward Thynne and her husband, and others, 
for execution of the trusts of the will of William "Mellish, the 
father of the two ladies.—Mr. Mellish by his will, dated Nov., 
1833, devised certain real estates in trust for histwo daughters, 
and bequeathed his personal property to the same tr ustees, 
first, to pay an annuity of £2000 to his wife for lite, and then 
he directed that the residue should be equally divided between 
his two daughters and their children in manner therein men- 


tioned. Before the date of this will, viz., in 1830, Elizabeth, 
the elder daughter, had married Lord Edw ard Thynne. Upon 
this oceasion Mr, Mellish had provided for her a portion of ‘ 
£100,000, to be settled for the benefit of Lord and Lady 
Edward Thynne and the children of the marriage; one-third 
of this sum, Viz., £33,333. 6:48d., vested in 3 per Cent. Consols, 
was transferred to the trustees of the settlement for the benefit 
of Lord Edward Thynne for life, with remainder to his wife for 
life, with remainder to the children, Mr. Mellish executed his 
bond to the same trustees to secure the transfer to them, upon 
his death, of the remaining two-thirds, viz., £66,666. 13s. dd., 
and the payment to them in the meantime of £2000 per annum 
in trust for Lady Edward Thynne for her life for her separate 
use, with remainder to the benefit of the issue of the marriage, 
In the year 1833 the Earl of Glengall proposed to marry 
Margaret, the other daughter of Mr. Mellish. After some 
conference between him and the earl, and their legal ad- 
visers, an arrangement was made. The Master of ‘the 
Rolls, upon the cause coming again before him in 1842, upon 
further directions, made an order by which he declared, 
amongst other thing-, that Lady E. Thynne and the Countess 
of Glengall were entitled during their respective lives to the 
interest and dividends of the residuary personal estate in 
equal moieties, and, adhering to his previous decision that 
Lady E, Thynne’ 8 moiety of the residue was to be considered 
a satisfaction of a bond of 1830, subsequent orders were made 
on the foot of the said decreeand order, Both arties appealed 
| against the decree of 1835 and against the su sequent orders 
as far as they carried out the directions of the decree. The 
main ground of the appeal on the part of the Earl and Countess 
of Glengall was that the agreement, though not actually signed 
by Mr. Mellish, had been so assented to by him that the money 
due upon it constituted a debt against his estate, the earl 
having fully performed his part of the agreement. The ground 
of appeal on the part of Lady Edward Thynne was that a bond 
debt was not satisfied by a’ bequest of & residuary interest, 
but must be paid off before such residne could accrue. T he

The Ice patent may be stated as relating, first, to im- 
provements in apparatus, and means of cooling liquids 
and matters; secondly, to improvements in apparatus 
for cooling and making aérated liquids; thirdly, to 
improved apparatus for filtering and for cooling and 
filtering liquids ; fourthly, to the combining apparatus 
to cool liquids and matters by the aid of freezing mix- 
tures, with or without exhaustion; fifthly, to the em- 
ploying flexible caps and other shaped vessels for ap- 
lying cold to the head or other parts of the human 
body; sixthly, to improvements in apparatus for pre- 


venting water in the filtering apparatus freezing. 
MASTERS’ PATENT FREEZING APPARATUS, 


Although ices have been so long and abundantly 
used,—previously to the invention of this machine, 
there has been no successful application of machinery 
to their formation ; there have been attempts to apply 
mechanical agency in combination with chemical pro- 
cesses to produce rough ice, and, in some rare in- 
stances, in icing creams. 

These plans have one and all failed in becoming 

ractically useful, which has arisen either from the 
inefficiency of the machinery, the great expense of 
the materials used, or the difficulty attending the 
operations, none of which objections can be raised 
o be described, and which 
has already been conducted with so much success, 

Before giving a detailed description of the machine 
and its various modifications used in this patent pro- 
cess, a few of the prominent advantages it possesses, 
and of which all former plans have been entirely des- 
titute, and unattempted, may be mentioned. 

Every person who is at all conversant with the ma- 
nufacture of ice-creams or water ices knows that the 
peculiar delicacy of these confections, so far as: re- 
ards the icing part of their preparation, consists in 
the degree of fineness or smoothness with which they 
are beaten up during the time of congelation, for un- 
less the beating-up, as it is termed, be continued al- 
most without interruption during the whole time the 
creams, &c., are undergoing that process, the poorer 
and more aqueous parts of the preparation will sepa- 
rate from the rest. In this separate state they he- 
come solidified, and it is then necessary to mix them 
properly; so that it often happens that, although the 
substances used may be of the most delicate and choice 
sort, yet they are completely spoiled during the freez- 
ing, from wantof proper beating-up, a process which 
never can be accomplished by the hand in any degree 
equal to that effected by the machine. Indeed, it 
would be contrary to all experience to expect such 
could be the case ; for machinery, as applied in all the 
various departments of the arts, supplies a more uni- 
form and better product than that made by the hand, 
unassisted by such helps, From this it will be seen 
that one great advantage of the machine is in the deli-

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cate fineness of the article which is produced, its tex- 
ture being thoroughly smooth and homogeneous, and 
very different from that made by hand. 

Another great recommendation of this plan is, that 
any person, however inexperienced, may commence 
with a few directions, and rest assured of success, ac-

tained by considerable experience; all that is neces- 
sary to be done in the beating-up part of the operation 
being merely the turning of a-wheel or crank handle,

“It will also be seen from the de- 
scription that the machines are superbly fitted up a8 
ornamental pieces of furniture, having all the conve- 
niences for preserying rough ice, cooling water, wine, 
liqueurs, &c. k 

; THE DOUBLE-MOTION MACHINE. 

This machine has two wooden pails fitted into 
the top part of a box; this box contains the wheels, 
which cause the freezers to reyolve; the freezer 
is made of Britannia metal, and stands upon the end 
of an upright ‘shaft, passing up through the bottom 
wooden pail, being made water-tight at that place by 
very simple means: which it is not necessary to ‘de- 
scribe. When the handle on the outside of the ma- 
chine is turned round, the freezer is made to rotate by 
means of the wheelwork. On the outside of the 
freezer there is a considerable space all round, which 
is to be filled with one or other of the freezing mixtures. 
On the inside of the wooden pail is a hollow metal», 
case, which serves to protect the outer pail from the 
intensity of action of the freezing mixtures, and also . 
to prevent the absorption of heat from without, and .. 
therefore economize the effects produced by the freez- 
ing mixtures. Fill the inner metallic case with 
water, The inventor has been in the habit of fill- 
ing it with pure spring water ; and as the case is made . 
so that the block of ice which is formed in it shall be 
of an ornamental shape—somewhat resembling a 
castle turret, when it is turned out of the case—it 
may be used as an ornament upon the table or side- 
board; at the same time it will give an agreeable cool- 
ness to the room, when crowded, or during the warm 
season of the year. By a very little attention and 
trouble these blocks of ice can be beautifully decorated 
with fruits or flowers; for this purpose it is necessary 
that the fruit, flowers, or whatever ornament is to be 
frozen into the block should be put in at the com- 
mencement of the freezing, with avery small portion 
of: water, and, when this has ‘become icc, introduce 
more of the ornaments, and another quantity of water, 
and so on until the case is’ completely filled. Were 
this plan not adopted, and the whole quantity of orna- 
ments and water putin at once, theoraments would 
not be equally diffused throughout the block of ice, 
but would be either fopnd at the upper.or lower part, 
according as they sunk or floated in the water... The 
forms of the generality of substances, will be’ retained 
almost entire and uninjured in the ice, such as fish, 
fruit, flowers, &c. When the block has to be taken 
out, the vessel must be immersed in water slightly 
heated, by which the ice is loosened from the sides, 
and easily slips out. 

The inhabitants of very warm countries, but more 
especially the Parisians, are in the habit of cooling 
wines and other drinks by,merely throwing a small 
piece of ice into the glass, or other vessel: containing + 
them; the ice which is formed in these cases, being: 
made of pure spring water, is well calculated for such: 
purposes; or the bottles, eo iAlning the wines, &e., 
may be putin the inside of the block when turned 
out, by which they will, be spécdily cooled, And, °» 
when required, winecoolers may be used, where 
there is a space all round for containing water, 
by which a giyen quantity of ice ig susceptible of cool- 
ing a greater quantity of wine than when used other- .. 
wise,

machine above described the metallic 
case is filled with pure spring water, covered over, und 
put in its place, ‘The freezer is then put upon the end 
of the spindle (with the cover on), which ‘causes It to 
revolve; the freezing mixture is then put into the 
space between the freezer and case before described, 
and must be well-rammed down all round, and a few 
turns given to the wheel, which will cause the mixture 
to sink, when more must be added, until it is equal in 
height to the water or cream you intend to freeze, still 
pressing it down as close as possible. The next ope- 
ration, after placing the freezing mixture In ifs proper 
position, is to pour the prepared materials for the 
cream or water fees into the interval and revolving 
chamber, or dreezer..

The process of freezing and beating-up are 
carried on at one and the same time by the machines 
first described, but by this they are two separate ope- 
rations, and cannot be conducted together. 

When any of the machines are used for churning, 
the spatula is put into the freezer, instead of that 
generally used for beating up ices. The churning 
spatula has three blades, or leaves, whereas the other 
is single; and, instead of using freezing mixtures, as 
in icing, a quantity of warm water (if necessary) may 
be put into the space for holding the freezing mixture ; 
of course, the cream to be churned is put into the 
freezer. 

THE ICE-PRESERVER 
is found to be a great acquisition to those who are in 
the practice of using ice, cither in small or large quan- 
tities, for cooling spring-water, beer, or other fluids, 
and for the preservation of fish and other articles of 
food. The outer case is made of wood, and lined on 
the inside with a patent substance known by the name 
of oropholithe; within this there is another wooden 
case lined with lead; the wood, and especially the 
oropholithe, are bad conductors of heat, so that ice 
can be kept in these preservers for months, by con- 
tinually adding a small quantity of ice every second 
day. By those who are in the habit of using ice this 
may be employed to great advantage, as they would, 
by having a preserver, require to open the icehouse 
but seldom. A small ice-preserver would be of great 
advantage to those who wish to cool beer or other 
drinks, by making the pipe which conveys the beer, 


AERATED WATERS, 


&c., from the cask to the engine or tap, pass through 
the ice contained in the preserver; the pipe, being in 
contact with the ice, will always be kept in a very cold 
state, by which the beer, &c., will be completely cooled 
as they pass along, and will require no extra ice, or 
prevent the preserver being used for any other pur-
